I bought 192 acres 
at £4.30 per acre 111 1910 and be- 
gan work February iO, tlie same 
spring. I cleared six acres and 
set it mostly in apples. That year 
I built a two-room cotrage. The 
same fall I bought lO] acres be 
sides this and paid per acre. I 
cleared twenty five acres the next 
year anil double set it in peaches 
and apples. 1 continued to dear 
and set each spring and fall until 
now I have seventy acres double 
set with 2C8 trees to the acre. 
About three years ago I started a 
Dtirsery tbat I might have trees of 
good stock to set out ray own 
ground. My trees have given such 
excellent satisfaction that I have 
increased my nursery to 5U,0')O 
trees. I h ive put up three five- 
room tenant houses and three 
barns. I have put up over 1,000 
rods of wire fence. I have now 
nearly ten acres of strawberries 
and will have abont o.OOO trees in 
bearing next year. I have set 
ttbout 9,000 peach trees, and 5,000 
apple trees. To date my expense 
has been quite heavy and previous 
tc this year has been far ahead of 
income. Tlie outlook is good and 
since the peach this year tome to 
such great perfection on Maiden 
Ridge. I have e/ery reason to be- 
lieve that success will come out of 
it from a financial standpoint. I

tucky. All the statts mentioned 
have made great progress in road 
making except South East Ken- 
tucky which has lagged somewhat 
behind but is now showing nrach 
more interest in the subject than 
in the past and from indications 
will push good roads in future, 
especially will Boone Way receive 
the attention that it justly de- 
s 1 ves and we hope will be pusht 
to completion. 

One of the speakers in the con- 
vention had this to say: 

"Splendid touring pikes are 
already in existence from the line 
of the Lincoln highway at the 
Illinois border, thru Indianapolis 
to Louisville, and there is a fairly- 
good pike in service from Louis 
villa to Crab Orchard. 

Considering the intense scenic 
and historical interest of the Ken- 
tucky route in contrast to the 
barrenness of the northern sys- 
tem, it is a safe assumption that 
the completion of the Hoone Way 
link from Crab Orchard to Cum- 
berland Gap, will swing the trend 
of transcontinental and interstate 
touring from the main^route of the 
Lincolu highway south to the 
route of greatest interest- 
To the great bulk of motorists 
and there are hundreds of thous- 
ands always ou the roads, the 
choice of routes would be made 
without the least hesitation 
From the east, the route of choice 
iuevitably would be thru the 
wonderful valley of old Virginia to 
the Kentucky line, over the Boone 
Way. and north to the Lincoln 
highway before turning west. To 
the western tourists, approaching 
from the wide sweep of the Mis- 
sissippi valley and from the more 
distant western country, the whole 
appeal would be to turn south at 
the iliiuois border. Sick of the 
prairie after hundreds, even thous- 
ands of miles ot it, the western 
tourists would inevitable steer 
south across Indiana and into the 
Kentucky hills rather continue 
across the flats aud coke ovens of 
the northern route. 

It is also to be considered that 
the opening of the Boone highway 
would olfer a totally new and per- 
fect touring route to the thous- 
ands of motorists of Indiana, Illi- 
nois and Michigan, the greatest 
motoring states in the Union. 
There is no route discoverable on 
the map, available to these states 
fir short tours of a week or less, 
which would offer even a small per 
centage of the attractions that are 
evident in the Kentucky territory. 
The opeoing of the 
two would also offer a clean

The trail which he hewed 
for himself into Kentucky, the 
"Dai k and Bloodly Ground," is 
known as the "Old Wilderness 
Road or Boone Trail 1 ' and passes 
thru Cumberland Cap. 

The highway toget her wit'i the 
Crest of the Blue Rid«-e and the 
Bristol-Charlotte Highways, ail 
give direct connection between 
Kentucky and the States north 
and west of the Ohio River and 
the great Southeast, and therefore 
will bring tens of thousands of 
tourists and sightseers to the 
Southern Appalachian territory 
ainually. The same route w ill al 
low returning tourists fton the 
resorts in the Carolinas, Georgia, 
and Florida to motor tneir wav 
straight thru the "Land of the 
Sky," > *The Sapphire Country" 
the awe-inspiring scenery of East 
ern Tennessee, Southwest Vir- 
ginia and the Blue Grass territory 
of Kentucky, via Ashville. Bow- 
ling Rock, Bristol, Mt. Vernon 
and Lexington. 

The Natural Tunnel, located on 
t!-;e Bristol- Lexington High wav, 
is justly known to bo one of the 
most interesting as well as pecul- 
iar sights to be found in all Amer- 
ica. It has been termed "One of 
Nature's most wonderful freaks." 
This tunnel pierces a towering 
ridge of solid rock from eist to 
west. Nature's handiwork has 
been found so perfect that the 
tunnel is utilized by a railroad, d- 
fording a pissage far better than 
any which could have been bored 
by hydraulic drills The freak is! 
further interesting thru a crat.r 
in its center which forms a chim- 
ney-like aperture thru which the 
blue sky may be seen by those 
standing in the very bowels of the 
mountain. 

Isaac Shelby, the first governor 
of Kentucky, was one of the lead- 
ers who organized the little Army 
ot the Holston, whic hcrossed the 
mountains and fought and won the 
Battle of Kings Mountain and thus* 
turned the tide of the American 
Revolution. When this road is 
completed his decendants and the 
defendants of Boone and those 
who went over the "Old Wilder- 
ness Road and Boone Trail," mav 
motor back and visit the scenes 
made historic by their ancestors.
